That, 
marketing costs include such services as processing, packaging and distribution over 
which we exercise litle control.

VALUE OF brush control on 
foothill cattle ranges is well illus- 
trated at the Keith Manley ranch 
in the Badger district, where 300 
acres of a 400-acre field were 
burned and reseeded several years 
ago. According to the _ records 
kept on this project, 74 animal 
units of feed per month were 
taken off the 400 acres in the year 
prior to the burn, and cattle, dur- 
ing the time they were in this 
area, did not maintain their 
weight. After reclaiming, in the 
second year, 288 animal units of 
feed were produced and cattle 
gained weight; last year only 100 
animal units were used, since 
grass was saved for a reburn; this 
year Mr. Manley expects to utilize 
at least 300 animal units of feed. 


|This represents a four-times in- 


crease, which means that as the 
brush burning and reseeding pro- 
gram continues in the county 
foothill areas, great increases can 
be expected in cattle production. 

. Although brush burning has 
been accepted by range men in 
Tulare county for a number of 
years and the county range im- 
provement association was one of 
the first in the state, the idea of 
controlled brush burning has still 
not received general, public ac- 
ceptance in many areas of Cali- 
fornia, primarily, we suppose, 
because for years and years the 
danger of fire on range and forest 
land has been preached ... But 
fire can be constructive as well 
as destructive and the brush con- 
trol program in Tulare county is 
an excellent example of fire used 
for constructive work.
